Bmwnell  held  an  ordination  at  Christ  Church  in  this 
city,  and  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  deacons, 
Messrs.  Samuel  Starr,  Oliver  Hopson,  Caleb  Smith 
Ives,  Isaac  Smith  and  John  D.  Smith,  alumni  of  the 
Cleaeral  Theological  Seminary,  and,  with  one  excep¬ 
tion,  of  Washington  College. 

Morning  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith, 
Rector  of  the  parish,  and  a  Sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Doane,  of  New  Jersey,  from 
Acts  40 :  26,  47.  “  H'herefore  /  take  you  to  record 
tint  Jmy,  that  /  pur*  from  the  blood  of  all  men- 
For  I  have  not  thunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the 
eouneel  of  God.'*  The  candidates  were  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheaton.  The  communion  was  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  Bishop  Doane 
.  and  Rev.  Messrs.  W'heaton  and  Smith. 

In  the  afternoon,  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Starr,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson,  P.ofessor  of 
systematic  divinity  in  the  General  Theological  Sem- 
snary,  preached  an  able  discourse  on  the  Practical 
injluenee  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  from  Matt 
48  :  19.  In  the  evening  prayers  were  read  by  tlie 
Rev.  Mr.  Ives,  and  a  sermon  from  1  Corinth.  7 :  29 : 
81,  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Kleeck  ofj 
the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

The  services  were  interesting,  and  the  day  was 
one  which  will  be  long  remembered  by  Cburohmen. 
The  little  band,  which  was  on  that  day  set  apart  for 
the  service  of  the  Lord,  may  be  reckoned  among  the 
first-fruits  of  the  labors  of  the  Church  in  rearing  a 
College  in  this  city.
